FUNDING SUMMARY

® General Fund and Other Funds

GENERAL FUND: Appropriates atotal of $504.1 million from the General Fund and 5,858.9 FTE positions Page 1, Line 1
to the Departments of Justice, Corrections, Inspections and Appeals, Public Defense, and Public Safety, the

lowa Law Enforcement Academy, Board of Parole, and the Civil Rights Commission. Thisis an increase of

$48.4 million and 727.2 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2011.

The Department of Corrections (DOC) FY 2012 budget includes 4,006.8 FTE positions that are not limited
inthisBill. Thisisan increase of 715.2 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2011.

NOTE: If the recommended FY 2011 supplemental appropriation to the DOC in SF 209 is enacted, the
Department will adjust its authorized FTE positions accordingly.

OTHER FUNDS: Appropriates atotal of $13.2 million from other fundsin FY 2012. The appropriations
maintain current law and include:
® Appropriates $3.3 million and 22.0 FTE positions from the Department of Commerce Revolving Fund
to the Office of the Consumer Advocate.

DETAIL: This is no change in funding and FTE positions compared to
estimated FY 2011.

If an additional gambling license is granted in FY 2011 or FY 2012, an
additional $521,000 and 6.00 FTE positions may be expended from the
Gaming Enforcement Fund.

Permits the DPS to employ a maximum of two special agents and four
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of the department of management, may employ no more than two
special agents and four gaming enforcement officers for each
additional riverboat or gambling structure regulated after July

authorized in this section.

Sec. 16. CIVIL RIGHTS COMMISSION. There is appropriated
from the general fund of the state to the lowa state civil
rights commission for the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2011, and ending June 30, 2012, the following amount, or so
much thereof as is necessary, to be used for the purposes
designated:

For salaries, support, maintenance, miscellaneous purposes,
and for not more than the following full-time equivalent
positions:

The lowa state civil rights commission may enter into
a contract with a nonprofit organization to provide legal
assistance to resolve civil rights complaints.

Sec. 17. HOMELAND SECURITY AND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT

DIVISION. There is appropriated from the wireless E911
emergency communications fund created in section 34A.7A to the

administrator of the homeland security and emergency management

division of the department of public defense for the fiscal

year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30, 2012, an
amount not exceeding $200,000 to be used for implementation,
support, and maintenance of the functions of the administrator

and program manager under chapter 34A and to employ the auditor

of the state to perform an annual audit of the wireless E911
emergency communications fund.

Sec. 18. 2009 lowa Acts, chapter 178, section 20, is amended
to read as follows:

gaming enforcement officers if approved by the DOM for new riverboats
licensed after July 1, 2011, and for riverboats that have extended operations
to 24 hours. Also, permits the employment of one special agent for each
racing facility that becomes operational during FY 2012.

General Fund appropriation to the Civil Rights Commission.

DETAIL: This is an increase of $61,787 to partially replace the $100,000
one-time allocation from the PSEF in FY 2011.

Permits continued funding from the Wireless E911 Emergency
Communications Fund for the E911 Program Manager in the Homeland

Permits the Office of the Attorney General to continue to spend up to
$2,000,000 from the Consumer Education and Litigation Fund for FY 2012
and FY 2013.

DETAIL: Maintains current law.

Encourages State agencies that receive an appropriation in this Bill to utilize
the lowa Communications Network in lieu of travel.

Requires the DOC and the DPS to preserve correctional and peace officer
positions by reducing administrative costs.
